Police  Eye  Security  Cameras  for  Chinatown

The  next  time  you  stroll 
through  Chinatown,  eyes  might 
be  watching  you  —  even  if 
nobody  is  around.  The  Boston 
Police  Department  is  looking  to 
install  security  cameras  in  the 
neighborhood's  hot  spots  in  an 


effort  to  curb  crime. 

High-tech  cameras  that  were 
used  during  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  in  July 
would  be  used  in  the  effort.  It's 
not  yet  clear  how  many  cameras 
would  be  installed.  The  city 
acquired  19  during  the  DNC, 
according  to  Denny  Ching, 


Mayor  Thomas  M.  Menino's  liai¬ 
son  to  Chinatown. 

Where  the  cameras  will  be 
installed  has  also  not  yet  been 
decided,  said  District  A-l  police 
captain  Bernard  O'Rourke, 
though  they  will  be  in 
Chinatown  and  the  Theater 
District. 


The  City  of  Boston  is  now 
recruiting  leaders  of  Chinatown 
associations  and  businesses  to 
join  a  committee  that  will  help 
decide  the  placement  of  the 
cameras. 

"We  put  together  a  group  of 
individuals  from  the  Chinatown 
community  to  try  to  come  up 


with  the  best 
ideas  as  to 
where  to 
place  them," 
said

Window  Removal  In 
Question  at  the 
Century-Old  Theater

Theater  preservationists 
were  on  edge  this  week  as 
workers  began  taking  out  win¬ 
dows  from  the  century-old 
Gaiety  Theatre  —  a  product  of 
the  famed  architect,  Clarence 
Blackall,  designer  of  the  popu¬ 
lar  Wang  Theatre. 

Boston  Inspectional  Services 
Department  issued  a  stop  work 
order  on  Wednesday  after 
preservationists  repeatedly 
called  the  department,  though 
the  day  before,  a  department 
spokeswoman  said  the  window 
removal  was  needed  to  clear  the 
building  of  asbestos,  which  is 
allowed  with  a  special  permit. 

It  was  unclear  if  any  viola¬ 
tions,  such  as  working  without 
required  permits,  had  occurred. 


according  to  department  offi¬ 
cials.  "They  must  submit  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  what  work  they 
were  doing  and  the  reasoning 
behind  that  and  the  proof  that  it 
needed  to  be  done,"  said 
Inspectional  Services  spokes¬ 
woman  Lisa  Timberlake  on 
Thursday. 

No  one  from  Kensington 
Investment  Co.,  the  corporation 
that  owns  the  Gaiety,  was  avail¬ 
able  for  comment,  and  neither 
was  the  corporation's  attorney, 
Matthew  Kiefer. 

Suffolk  Construction's  exec¬ 
utive  vice  president  Walter 
McDonough  claimed  that  no 
violation  prompted  the  stop 
work  order. 

"We  weren't  shut  down  for 
any  safety  reason  or  any  viola¬ 
tion,"  said  McDonough.  "They 
had  asked  us  today  to  voluntar¬ 
ily  stop  working."

The  Olympics  games 
are  finally  over. 

If  you  were  one  of  200 
million  viewers  (myself 
included),  you  found  your¬ 
self  tuned  in  daily  to  NBC 
primetime  at  8  p.m.  for 
hours  of  Olympic  cover¬ 
age,  well,  delayed  Olympic 
coverage,  anyway.  The 
two  and  a  half  week  qua¬ 
drennial  event,  held  at  his¬ 
toric  Athens,  drew  in 
significantly  more 
viewers  than  the  2000 
Sydney  Olympics. 

This  Olympics, 
however,  had  its  own 
cloud  of  controversy, 
with  drug  bans  and 
investigations,  erro¬ 
neous  judging,  and  an 
Irish  priest  who  cost  a 
Brazilian  runner  in  the 
marathon  a  gold  medal. 

All  this  had  viewers  glued 
to  their  televisions,  hungry 
for  more  action,  more 
drama  and,  well,  more 
Olympics.  In  my  20-plus 
hours  of  Olympic  viewing, 
I  noticed  something  inter¬ 
esting:  Asian  athletes  were 
showing  up  in  a  lot  of 
events,  and  they  were 
competing  hard,  often  in 
medal  contention,  as  well. 
Asian  athletes  were  not 
only  doing  well  in  sports 
like  badminton,  table-ten-

es  to  clarify  some  state¬ 
ments  and  make  one  cor¬ 
rection. 

First,  the  correction:  A 
meeting  discussed  in  the 
story  was  said  to  have 
taken  place  on  August  6.  It 
actually  took  place  on 
August  12. 

That  August  12  meeting 
was  to  tell  the  community 
at  large  about  the  ACDC's 
plans  to  move  forward  as  a 
developer  for  Parcel  24  on 
Hudson  Street  in 
Chinatown.  To  open  the 
meeting  up  to  the  commu¬ 
nity,  we  planned  to  place  a 


nis,  gymnastics  or  air  rifle 
(normally  reserved  for 
Asian  powerhouses  like 
Indonesia,  China,  Japan, 
and  Korea),  they  were 
doing  extremely  well  in 
Olympics  major  sports  like 
track  and  field,  swimming, 
and  even  basketball. 

China,  in  its  best 
Olympic  showing,  netted  a 
total  of  63  medals  that  con¬ 
sisted  of  32  gold  (second 
only  to  the  United  States), 


17  silver,  and  14  bronzes. 
Their  athletes  did  so  well 
that  it  prompted  high 
praise  from  the  Chinese 
government,  calling  on  all 
Chinese  to  learn  from  their 
Chinese  athletes. 

A  world  record  came 
from  21-year-old  Chinese 
hurdler  Liu  Xia.  Liu 
equaled  the  world  mark  of 
12.91  seconds  in  the  110- 
meter  hurdles,  one  of  two 
Chinese  gold  medals  at  the 
track.  This  is  China's  first 
ever  track  gold  medal.

Unbeknownst  to  us,  how¬ 
ever,  the  Community 
Calendar  was  not  printed 
in  the  issue  prior  to  the 
meeting.

Those  who 
attended  the  August  12 
meeting  were  HSC  leaders 
who  had  been  notified  by 
e-mail. 

As  stated  in  the  story, 
ACDC  has  begun  discus¬ 
sions  with  developer 
Edward  A.  Fish  Associates 
(EAFA)  to  develop  Parcel 
24.  We  decided  it  was  too 
time-consuming  to  pursue 
partnership  discussions 
with  more  than  one  devel¬ 
oper.  So  after  a  very  thor¬ 
ough  process,  we  chose 
one,  EAFA.  We  acknowl¬ 
edge  that  there  were  many 
things  that  we  would  have 
done  differently  with 
EAFA  on  the  development 
of  Parcel  C,  another  land 


Luo  Xue  Juan  also  got 
her  chance  to  stand  on  the 
gold  podium  for  winning 
the  women's  100-meter 
breaststroke,  one  of  swim¬ 
ming's  top  events. 

Japan  tallied  a  total  of 
37  medals:  16  gold,  nine 
silver,  and  12  bronze.  The 
Japanese  were  highlighted 
by  Kosuke  Kitajima  who 
struck  gold  for  the  men's 
200  meter  breaststroke, 
beating  the  highly  touted 
Americans,  and  Ai 
Shibata  who  won 
gold  in  her  event, 
the  800  meter 
women's  freestyle. 

South  Korea 
showed  its  domi¬ 
nance  with  30 
medals,  nine  gold, 
12  silver,  and  nine 
bronze.  In  gymnas¬ 
tics  Yang  Tae- 
young  had  to  settle  for  the 
bronze  medal  after  a  judg¬ 
ing  error  that  cost  him  one- 
tenth  of  a  point  and  first 
place  gold,  a  matter  South 
Korea  is  appealing. 

Other  notables  that 
should  be  highlighted  are 
Indonesia's  lone  gold  in 
men's  singles  badminton, 
Thailand's  several  golds  in 
the  weightlifting  events, 
and  my  personal  favorite, 
Singapore's  fourth  place 
finish  in  women's  singles 
table-tennis  competition. 


parcel  in  Chinatown, 
which  is  now  known  as  the 
site  of  the  Metropolitan. 

But  because  we  know 
EAFA  well  now,  and  per¬ 
sonnel  changes  have  taken 
place  on  both  sides,  we 
believe  our  partnership 
will  be  much  improved 
from  the  community's 
standpoint  this  time 
around.  Furthermore,  the 
best  way  to  find  out  if  we 
are  compatible  as  partners 
is  to  act  as  partners.  We 
have  been  doing  this  with 
EAFA  for  several  months, 
and  based  on  this  experi¬ 
ence,  we  are  optimistic  that 
we  will  have  a  good  part¬ 
nership  that  will  be  faithful 
to  the  "vision"  and  finish 
the  project  in  a  reasonable 
time  frame. 

When  referring  to  the 
possibility  that  the  Hudson 
Street  for  Chinatown  coali¬ 
tion's  "vision"  for  Parcel  24 
might  not  exactly  be

from  now  at  the  Beijing 
Olympics  —  when  the 


reflected  in  the  actual 
building  development  on 
Parcel  24,  Sam  Yoon  of 
ACDC  was  quoted  as  say¬ 
ing  that  "This  is  the  cold 
water  reality.  It  is  going  to 
change."  What  did  he 
mean? 

As  we  discussed  at  our 
August  12  meeting,  the 
honest  truth  of  the  matter 
is  that  the  project  is  most 
likely  not  going  to  reflect 
exactly  what  is  in  the 
"vision."  At  the  time  that 
we  -  along  with  the  coali¬ 
tion  -  crafted  the  "vision," 
there  was  no  way  to  know 
precisely  what  the  cost  of 
construction  would  be, 
what  the  underground 
conditions  are,  what  the 
real  estate  market  would 
bear  for  high-end  condos, 
what  government  subsi¬ 
dies  would  be  available, 
what  interest  rates  will  be, 
etc.  We  worked  for  the  best 
when  creating  the  vision

and  came  up  with  a  pro¬ 
gram  that  was  within  the 
realm  of  feasibility,  and 
which  stretched  the  pro¬ 
ject's  potential  as  much  as 
possible. 

The  "vision"  will  be  the 
"gravitational  force"  that 
constantly  pulls  the  pro¬ 
gram  toward  what  is  best 
for  the  community.  It  is 
where  we  are  starting,  and 
we  will  stay  as  close  to  it 
as  possible,  and  if  and 
when  the  project  deviates 
from  the  vision  in  any  sig¬ 
nificant  way,  the  commu¬ 
nity  will  be  consulted 
about  appropriate  trade¬ 
offs  before  any  irreversible 
decisions  are  made. 

Please  stay  tuned  for 
future  open  meetings 
about  Parcel  24  with

officer  were  at  the  theater 
Wednesday  morning 
before  the  stop  work  order 
was  posted.  The  site  was 
closed  up  the  same  after¬ 
noon. 

McDonough  said  the 
window  caulking  could 
have  asbestos  and  that  was 
likely  why  the  windows 
were  taken  out.  Permits 
have  been  granted  for 
asbestos  removal  at  the 
Gaiety,  which  is  part  of  the 
preparation  for  the 
planned  demolition  of  the 
theater.  No  demolition 
permit,  however,  has  been 
issued  by  Inspectional 
Services,  according  to  the 
department. 

But  theater  preserva¬ 
tionists,  who  fear  the 
Gaiety's  owners  are  secret¬ 
ly  demolishing  the  theater 
without  proper  permits, 
were  startled  by  other 
recent  work  at  the  building 
that  they  claim  compro¬ 
mises  the  theater's  ability 
to  withstand  rain  water 
damage.  Some  of  the  sheet 
metal  lining  on  the  roof 
that  prevents  water  seep¬ 
age  had  been  removed  arid 
bent  out  of  place. 

"It's  deliberate  vandal¬ 
ism,"  said  theater  preserva¬ 
tionist  Lee  Eiseman,  dis¬ 
playing  two  photos  of  the 
theater,  one  taken  last  win¬ 
ter  of  the  building's  roof 
with  the  lining  in  place 
and  another  taken  this 
week  that  shows  the  miss¬ 
ing  and  damaged  lining.  A 
Sampan  reporter  viewed 
the  roof  this  week  and 
noticed  the  lining,  also 
known  as  copper  flashing, 
was  removed  and  dam¬ 
aged. 

When  asked  why  the 
flashing  was  removed  and 
pulled  back,  McDonough 
said:  "Couldn't  tell  you." 

He  said  he  was  unsure  if 
the  asbestos  removal 


involved  taking  off  the 
flashing  or  if  the  removed 
flashing  was  even  due  to 
work  ordered  by  Suffolk. 

Inspectional  Services 
has  required  the  building 
to  be  sealed  up  to  protect  it 
from  rain. 

When  asked  if 
Inspectional  Services 
would  look  into  copper 
flashing  removal, 
Timberlake  said:  "For  any 
type  of  work  that  was 
done,  they  need  to  submit 
documentation  showing 
why." 

The  century-old  theater 
has  been  the  center  of  a 
years-long  controversy  in 
Chinatown  and  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District. 
Kensington  Investment 
plans  to  build  a  30-story, 
high-end  apartment  tower 
on  the  site  of  the  Gaiety  — 
a  proposal  that  has  drawn 
the  ire  of  some  and  praise 
of  others  in  the  area. 
Theater  preservationists 
who  unsuccessfully 
attempted  to  have  the  the¬ 
ater  designated  as  a  land¬ 
mark  have  criticized  the 
plan  because  it  would 
mean  demolishing  the 
Gaiety.  They  hope  to  some 
how  have  the  theater  pre¬ 
served  if  Kensington, 
which  is  stuck  in  a  lawsuit, 
is  not  able  to  build. 
Chinatown  activists  have 
objected  to  the  Kensington 

tower  because  tbey  fear  it 

would  increase  traffic  and 
drive  up  the  costs  of  hous¬ 
ing  and  commercial  space 
in  the  neighborhood.  Some 
groups  have  filed  lawsuits 
in  an  attempt  to  stop  the 
project  for  what  they  call 
inappropriate  zoning 
actions  allowing  the  build¬ 
ing  to  rise  to  30  stories  (see 
www.sampan.org). 

The  Kensington  high- 
rise,  however,  has  found 
support  from  a  few 
Chinatown  groups,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Chinatown 


Neighborhood  Council, 
which  has  endorsed  the 
project,  saying  it  would 
clean  up  the  area  and  pre¬ 
vent  new  adult  entertain¬ 
ment  establishments  from 
opening  in  the  Combat 
Zone,  an  area  zoned  to 
allow  nude  entertainment. 
The  Boston 

Redevelopment  Authority 
approved  the  Kensington 
high-rise  last  year. 

While  Kensington 
maintains  it  can  move  for¬ 
ward  with  demolition  of 
the  Gaiety  after  obtaining  a 
demolition  permit,  theater 
preservationists  say  the 
developer  hasn't  met  all 
requirements  needed  to 
take  down  the  theater. 

They  claim  that  a  clause  in 
the  zoning  governing  the 
district  in  which  the  the¬ 
ater  is  located  would  block 
Kensington's  plans  to  raze 
the  Gaiety.  The  clause 
states  that  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  "shall 
not  issue  a  change  of  use 
or  occupancy  permit  for 
any  theater  within  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District 
Plan,"  except  under  certain 
conditions.  The  Gaiety  is 
included  in  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District  Plan. 

Matthew  Kiefer, 
Kensington's  lawyer,  has 
claimed  that  the  clause 
does  not  apply  to  the 
Gaiety  because  the  use  of 
the  theater  had  been 

changed,  a  point  the 
preservationists  dispute. 

The  preservationists 
said  this  week  they  fear 
that  exposing  the  building 
to  rain  by  removing  the 
windows,  several  of  which 
were  off  and  uncovered 
this  week,  could  damage 
the  plaster  work  inside  the 
building. 

Said  Shirley  Kressel, 
who  is  suing  to  stop  the 
development  project:  "It's 
demolition  by  vandalism."

video  cameras  will  be 
hooked  up  so  that  police 
can  view  parts  of  the 
neighborhood  live. 
Cameras  will  also  record 
onto  computer  files  for 
later  viewing. 

"One  big  plus  of  the 
cameras  will  be  that  when 
we  do  our  drug  sweeps... 
we'll  have  several  extra 
sets  of  eyes  out  there,"  said 
O'Rourke. 

As  for  privacy  con¬ 
cerns,  O'Rourke  said,  signs 
would  be  posted  near  the 
cameras  announcing  that 
the  area  is  under  surveil¬ 
lance,  and  that  no  sounds 
would  be  recorded. 

"These  are  all  areas 
[that  are]  public  ways,  so 
there  are  no  expectations 
of  privacy  anyhow,"  said 
O'Rourke.  "Your  speech  is 
protected  but  your  actions 
on  the  camera  would  not 


be." 

Placing  the  cameras  in 
Chinatown,  said  O'Rourke, 
is  a  pilot  program.  If  the 
cameras  prove  successful, 
the  police  would  likely 
install  them  in  other  neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

During  the  late  spring 
and  early  summer, 
Chinatown  business  lead¬ 


ers  and  residents  had 
feared  increase  in  crimes, 
especially  daylight  drug 
dealings.  This  year  in 
Chinatown,  however,  the 
neighborhood  has  not 
faced  the  deadly  gun  vio¬ 
lence  that  has  occurred  in 
nearby  areas  such  as  the 
South  End,  Roxbury,  and 
Dorchester.

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CPA  Claims

A  Chinatown  group 
claims  that  though  it  was 
verbally  promised  low-cost 
community  space  in  the 
new  23-story  Metropolitan 
building,  it  has  instead 
been  given  the  run-around 
and  offered  space  at  a  high 
price  tag.  A  co-developer 
of  the  project,  however, 
says  that  there  is  still  a 
commitment  to  providing 
the  low-cost  community 
space. 

For  several  years,  the 
Chinatown  Progressive 
Association  maintains,  the 
Metropolitan's  developers, 
Edward  A.  Fish  Associates 
and  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation, 
had  made  a  "widely  publi¬ 
cized  commitment"  to  pro¬ 
viding  "at-cost"  space  for 
the  non-profit.  In  a  non¬ 
official  Metropolitan  book¬ 
let  produced  for  the  com¬ 
munity  in  1999  by  Edward 
A.  Fish,  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  is 
listed  as  being  allotted 
2,700  square  feet  in  the 
building.  Also,  a  diagram 
in  the  booklet  showing 
community  space  usage  for 
the  building,  included 
space  designated  for  the 
association. 

Yet,  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
maintains,  it  has  been 
strung  along  for  the  past 
year  by  the  developers, 
who  instead  of  designating 
space  to  the  non-profit, 
held  open  bids  for  the 
space  and  asked  the  associ-

ation  to  pay  triple  the  cost 
it  had  committed  to  charg¬ 
ing  them.  According  to  the 
association,  Edward  A. 

Fish  Associates  even 
allowed  another 
Chinatown  agency  to  put 
in  a  bid  for  the  space  after 
the  bidding  deadline 
expired. 

Edward  A.  Fish,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  company,  was 
not  available  for  comment. 
Douglas  Ling  of  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation,  however,  said 
that  his  organization  is 
committed  to  assisting  the 
negotiations  between 
Edward  A.  Fish  and  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association. 

"From  our  perspective, 
we  always  try  to  provide 
as  much  affordable  space 
to  the  community  organi¬ 
zations  as  possible,"  said 
Ling.  Ling  also  said  that 
Fish  was  committed  to  pro¬ 
viding  community  space 
for  a  community  group, 
but  not  necessarily  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association.  The  booklet 
produced  by  Fish  in  1999 
does  include  the  names  of 
other  Chinatown  groups.  "I 
don't  think  any  particular 
community  organization 
was  singled  out  as  being 
promised  a  space,"  said 
Ling. 

The  decision  to  sell  the 
space  and  at  what  cost, 
said  Ling,  is  up  to  Fish. 
"We're  hopeful  that  a  deal 
can  be  struck  but  we're  not 
part  of  either  decision¬ 
making  parties." 


Going  Back 

"We  fully  believe  that 
the  promise  is  to  sell  the 
commercial  units  to  com¬ 
munity-based  organiza¬ 
tions  at  cost  plus  five-to- 
eight  percent,"  said  Ling. 
"Whether  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
feels  that  what  they're 
being  offered  is  reasonable, 
that's  their  call.  But  we 
believe  that  our  partner 
made  the  commitment  to 
the  community." 

Lydia  Lowe  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association,  however,  said 
she  feels  that  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation  has  tried  too 
hard  to  "be  agreeable  to 
everybody"  and  has  missed 
several  opportunities  to 
use  its  position  as  a  com¬ 
munity  development  cor¬ 
poration  to  persuade  Fish 
to  negotiate  with  the  asso¬ 
ciation.  "I  don't  think  it  was 
a  malicious  ploy.  I  think 
what  it  is  is  that  ACDC  as 
a  community  developer 
did  not  have  enough  clout 
within  the  partnership  and 
did  not  have  the  guts  to 
stand  up." 

But  Ling  maintains  that 
the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation 
is  "committed  to  facilitate 
both  sides  coming  together 
and  provide  as  much  assis¬ 
tance  as  we  can." 

The  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
has  a  long  history  of 
involvement  with  the 
Metropolitan's  site,  also 
known  as  Parcel  C.  Twice 
the  parcel  was  slated  to

become  a  parking  garage 
and  the  progressive  associ¬ 
ation,  along  with  other 
community  groups,  fought 
the  proposals.  In  1986, 

New  England  Medical 
Center  proposed  an  850-car 
garage  for  the  lot,  but  com¬ 
munity  opposition  quashed 
those  plans  as  it  did  in 
1993  when  the  medical  cen¬ 
ter  again  proposed  a  park¬ 
ing  garage,  this  time  eight- 
stories  high.

2004,"  this  spring  it  became 
clear  that  the  move  would 
be  partially  delayed  when 
school  officials  told  the 
Sampan  that  only  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  upper  school's 
nearly  450  students  would 
be  able  to  move  in  by 
September.

$13  million  that  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
promised  Chinatown  for 
the  construction  of  a  new, 
permanent  home  for  the 
Quincy  Upper  School.  The 
$13  million  is  from  the  sale 
of  the  $23  million 
Hayward  Place  parcel, 
which  sits  just  outside 
Chinatown  and  was  leased 
to  Millennium  Partners  on 
January  16,  2003. 

Eventually,  the  site  of 
the  original  Quincy  Upper 
School  building  on 
Washington  Street  build¬ 
ing  will  be  developed  into 
150  to  200  units  of  afford¬ 
able  housing,  according  to 
city  officials.

way  of  thinking,  that 
would  have  maybe  the 
largest  impact  in  the 
world.

So,  if  we  can  expand  the 
thinking  of  business  peo¬ 
ple,  especially  the  CEOs  of 
large  companies,  we  can 
have  a  significant  impact. 

So,  I  came  to  this  coun¬ 
try  in  1983  and  began 
developing  a  consulting 
practice  and  dealing  with 
business  people  and  how  I 
can  impact  their  thinking. 

What  is  your  goal  in 
influencing  business 
leaders? 

You  really  have  to  think  to 
be  successful  in  business. 
In  academia,  for  example, 
you  can  be  thinking,  but 
you  can  just  write  a  book. 
But  in  business,  you  need 
to  think  through  so  that 
your  thinking  actually 
becomes  reality.  So,  the 
first  thing  I  wanted  to  do 
was  bring  a  comprehen¬ 
sive,  integral  thinking  to 
business  communities.  For 
example,  if  you  are  think¬ 
ing  just  about  the  success 
of  your  life  or  your  busi¬ 
ness  and  making  money  — 
there's  nothing  wrong 
with  those  things  —  then 
you  don't  really  think 
about  larger  issues. 
Therefore,  we  have  a  lot  of 
environmental  problems 
that  have  been  caused  by 
businesses.  They  didn't 
really  intend  to  harm  the 
environment,  but  because 
they  didn't  think  through 
the  whole  issue  that  sur¬ 
rounds  their  business,  it 
happened. 


Also,  when  you  really 
look  at  business  as  a 
whole,  you  need  a  peace¬ 
ful  environment  to  do 
business.  You  know,  when 
you're  in  a  war  zone, 
nobody  is  doing  any  busi¬ 
ness.  So  business  requires 
peace  to  be  successful. 

What  sort  of  businesses 
do  you  work  with? 

It  is  not  industry-specific. 
Any  industry. 

You  recently  published  a 
new  translation  of  Lao 
Tzu’s  "Tao  Teh  Ching." 
Why  did  you  decide  to 
take  that  on? 

I  had  been  reading  Lao 
Tzu  in  its  original  text 
since  I  was  a  teenager,  and 
it  is  profound,  productive 
writing.  After  coming  to 
this  country,  I  have  seen  a 
number  of  translations.  I 
was  not  very  satisfied  with 
the  translations.  As  a 
hobby,  I  began  to  translate 
Lao  Tzu,  and  people  [who 
read  it]  liked  it  and  asked 
me  to  publish  a  book. 

You've  studied  Chinese 
philosophy.  Would  you 
discuss  your  thoughts  on 
it? 

Chinese  culture  is  tremen¬ 
dous.  This  country  (the 
U.S.)  has  about  250  years 
of  history.  And  Europe  has 
a  much  longer  history.  But 
China  is  unique  in  that  it 
has  at  least  5,000  years  of 
continuous  civilization. 
They  have  produced  an 
amazing  number  of 
geniuses  in  every  possible 
field,  in  philosophy  and 
art  especially.  Chinese  phi¬ 
losophy  has  tremendous 
depth  and  a  unique  mes¬ 
sage  that  it  can  deliver 
today.  Compare,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  Western  philosophy 
and  Indian  philosophy. 


Indian  philosophy  is  very 
"other  worldly,"  where  as 
Western  philosophy  is 
very  into  this  world. 
Westerners,  generally 
speaking,  are  concerned 
about  the  visible  order,  so 
they  got  into  science. 

Indian  philosophy  is  more 
into  the  invisible  being;  it 
goes  beyond  the  visible 
order.  Now,  Chinese  phi¬ 
losophy  has  both.  It  is  a 
philosophy  of  balance. 

You  want  to  develop  inner 
wisdom  and  outer  wis¬ 
dom.  Today,  we  need  this 
balance.  Some  people  are 
so  externally  oriented  they 
don't  have  much  going  on 
internally,  and  on  the 
other  hand  you  have  some 
people  who  are  so  internal, 
they  don't  know  how  to 
function  outside. 

What  will  you  be  talking 
about  when  you're  in 
Cambridge? 

The  particular  theme  that  I 
will  talk  about  is  the  tran¬ 
scendent  unity  of  science, 
art,  and  spirituality.  We 
have  specializations  of  dis¬ 
ciplines.  If  you're  a  scien¬ 
tist,  an  artist  or  a  spiritual 
person,  you  have  a  differ¬ 
ent  vocabulary,  you  have  a 
different  culture;  you  don't 
really  have  a  space  where 
you  can  meet.  Even  within 
science  or  medicine,  there 
are  people  who  are  so  spe¬ 
cialized  that  nobody  else 
knows  what  they're  doing. 
On  the  one  hand  the  spe¬ 
cialization  is  great  because 
there  is  so  much  that  we 
can  know  about  the  parts 
of  things.  But  on  the  other 
hand,  what  is  missing  is 
bringing  back  all  the  spe¬ 
cializations  to  a  unified 
whole.  This  is  called  holis¬ 
tic  movement.

Not  in  the  Mood  to  Navigate  Chinatown? 
Try  Tasty  Chung  Shin  Yuan  in  Newton

I  have  found  where  the 
good  people  of  Newton 
and  Watertown  go  to 
when  they  find  them¬ 
selves  in  the  mood  for 
good  Chinese  food  but  are 
reluctant  to  navigate 
bustling  downtown 
Chinatown.  Chung  Shin 
Yuan  masquerades  as  a 
Szechuan-Mandarin  cui¬ 
sine  restaurant  during  the 
weekdays  and  transforms 
into  a  Taiwanese  brunch 
(dim  sum)  hotbed  during 
weekends.  By  night,  the 
soundtrack  consists  of 
oldies  hits;  by  day,  it's  just 
the  happy  buzz  of  a  room¬ 
ful  of  diners. 

The  interior  is  sparse, 
with  typical  1980s-era 
Chinese-restaurant  touch¬ 
es  --  a  row  of  smoked- 
glass  mirrors  and  ceiling 
panels  of  dark;  swirls 
enameled  metal.  As  soon 
as  your  party  is  seated, 
hot  oolong  tea  is  ushered 
to  you. 

The  menu  consists  of 
simple  but  eloquent  dishes 
that  even  the  most  novice 
student  of  Chinese  food 
would  recognize:  Scallion 


Pie  ($3.25),  Chicken  with 
Cashews  ($9.50),  General 
Gau's  Chicken  ($11.00), 
Beef  with  Scallions  ($9.00), 
Sweet  and  Sour  Shrimp 
($8.50)  and  Lobster  Sauce 
($9.50).  And  of  course  for 
the  more  regular  Chinese 
food  eaters:  Crispy  Duck 
($12.00),  Chung  Shin 
Special  Shredded  Pork 
($8.00),  Bean  Curd  with 
Fillet  of  Fish  ($14.50),  Nira 
Flower  with  Cuttle  Fish 
($12.50),  Yu  Hsiang 
Eggplant  ($7.50)  and  Stir- 
Fried  Pea-pod  Stems  (sea¬ 
sonal).  There  are  also  the 
Chung  Shin  Yuan  specials, 
such  as  Soft  Shell  Crab 
with  West  Hot  Sauce 
($13.00),  Pan  Fried  or 
Steamed  Flounder  (sea¬ 
sonal),  Peking  Duck 
($18.00/ $35.00),  Shrimp 
with  Black  Bean  Sauce 
($11.50)  and  Seafood 
Supreme  ($14.50). 

During  my  visit  recent¬ 
ly,  my  fellow  dining  com¬ 
panion  and  I  had  the  Yu 
Hsiang  Eggplant,  Bean 
Curd  with  Fillet  of  Fish 
and  an  order  of  the  Yang 
Chow  Fried  Rice. 

The  Yu  Hsiang 
Eggplant  was  the  first  to 


be  rushed  out  of  the 
kitchen  (Chinese  believe 
that  their  dishes  should  be 
as  hot  as  possible  and 
served  immediately  to 
maintain  the  overall 
integrity  of  the  dish).  The 
pieces  of  Chinese  eggplant 
(those  purple  thin  ones) 
are  deep-fried  and  then 
coated  in  Yu-Hsiang  sauce 
making  this  a  little  sweet, 
a  bit  sour,  and  highly  fla¬ 
vorful.  My  chopsticks  kept 
reaching  for  this  spicy, 
savory  combination. 

The  Yang  Chow  Fried 
Rice  and  Bean  Curd  with 
Fillet  came  out  of  the 
kitchen  next.  Yang  Chow 
fried  rice  consisted  of  your 
typical  "House  Special 
Fried  Rice,"  a  little  bit  of 
shrimp,  chicken,  pork  and 
scallions.  This  ensemble 
came  in  a  little  serving 
wok  and  was  cooked  with 
just  the  right  amount  of 
oil.  It  was  not  too  heavy. 

The  Bean  Curd  and 
Fillet  of  Fish  came  out  the 
kitchen  scathing  hot,  with 
the  sauce  still  bubbling.  I 
decide  to  risk  a  burnt 
tongue  (something  I 
would  pay  for  later)  and 
dive  right  into  the  dish. 


My  reaction  was  almost 
instantaneous:  the  piping 
hot  bean  curd  actually 
burnt  my  mouth  and  I 
blew  air  out  to  ease  the 
burning.  My  friend  shoots 
me  a  funny  look.  "It's  so 
good,"  I  manage  to  mum¬ 
ble,  with  my  mouth  still 
tackling  the  bean  curd. 

This  dish  is  covered  in 
a  spicy  orange  sauce  that 
encompasses  every  bit  of 
tender  bean  curd  and 
boneless  fish  fillet,  both  go 
down  very  smoothly  and 
it  does  not  disappoint. 

I  left  Chung  Shin  Yuan, 
curious  about  their 
Taiwanese  brunch  on 
weekends  and  made 
myself  a  promise  that  I 
would  try  this  unique 
brunch  for  my  next  article, 
but  first  I  had  to  find  a 
cool  drink  to  soothe  my 
burnt  tongue.

Look  for

The  mid-autumn  festi¬ 
val  celebrates  a  Chinese 
victory  won  through 
inventiveness  in  adversity. 
This  August  27,  the 
Chinese  had 
another  victory 
to  celebrate.  It 
was  the  number- 
one  movie  at  the 
Box  Office  this 
weekend,  and  it 
was  the  largest 
grossing 
Chinese-lan- 
guage  movie 
ever.  World 
renowned  director  Zhang 
Yimou  of  acclaimed  films 
such  as  "Raise  the  Red 
Lantern,"  "Red  Sorghum," 
"The  Story  of  JuDo,"  and 
"Not  One  Less"  has  turned 
his  attention  away  from 
period  and  peasant  lives 
of  the  average  Chinese 
blue  collar  class,  is  taking 
on  a  new  genre  in  the  film 
"Hero." 

The  movie  is  set  in  the 
first  official  dynasty  in 
Chinese  history,  the  Qin 
dynasty.  As  the  story 
goes,  the  Qin  emperor  is  a 
tyrant  who  is  feared  by 
many,  but  who  also  lives 
in  constant  fear  of  conspir¬ 
acy  and  assassination.  Flis 
worries  are  not  unfound¬ 
ed.  There  lurk  three 
unbeatable,  fearless  assas¬ 
sins,  Sky,  Broken  Sword, 
and  Flying  Snow  who 
would  give  anything  to 
see  the  emperor 
destroyed.  The  film  opens 
with  the  impossible:  the 
deaths  of  the  three  killers 
at  the  hand  of  one  warrior 
named  Nameless. 

Zhang's  departure 
from  his  usual  genre  of 
portraying  the  daily  strug¬ 
gles  of  the  Chinese  every- 
man,  is  due  to  his  love  of 
martial  arts  novels  and 
books.  "I  haven't  [direct¬ 
ed]  any  martial  arts  films 
before,"  Zhang  replied  at  a 
recent  Coolidge  Theatre 
Award  ceremony.  "And 
I've  always  loved  them." 

"Hero"  is  Zhang's  first 
venture  into  the  genre  of 
martial-arts  film,  but 
undoubtedly  he  is  bring¬ 
ing  with  him  a  certain 
style  and  imagination  that 
has  made  his  films  unde¬ 
niable  and  unforgettable. 
Set  in  the  Qin  dynasty,  the 
story  of  the  film  is  told 
through  three  specific 


"Hero" 

color  schemes:  Red,  Blue, 
and  Green,  each  repre¬ 
senting  a  different  point  of 
view  as  to  how  Nameless 
came  to  defeat  all  three 
assassins. 

When  asked  about 
how  he  came 
about  choosing 
these  specific 
colors,  Zhang 
answered:  "Well, 
the  black  is  the 
color  of  the  Qin. 
So  we  set  aside 
black.  And  then 
we  had  all  the 
other  colors  to 
choose  from.  We 
used  the  colors  that 
worked  the  best  with  the 
film  stock." 

The  end  result's  impec¬ 
cable  colors  is  one  of  the 
breathtaking  cinematic 
features  of  "Hero."  Each 
scene  is  like  looking  at 
page  of  a  beautifully  illus¬ 
trated  picture  book.  The 
fully  saturated  reds, 
greens,  blues,  evoke  cer¬ 
tain  emotions  in  the  view¬ 
er  that  would  otherwise 
be  left  unstirred  in  just 
any  other  simply  plot-dri¬ 
ven  film. 

The  movie  also  poses 
an  age-long  question  that 
seems  appropriate  in  the 
light  of  current  events: 
What  is  a  hero?  Someone 
who  defends  one's  rights, 
or  someone  who  sacrifices 
for  the  good  of  a  country? 
As  the  opening  proclaims: 
"In  any  war,  there  are 
heroes  on  both  sides. " 

Zhang's  newest  film, 
"The  House  of  Daggers," 
which  was  an  official 
selection  at  this  year's 
Cannes  Film  Festival  and 
the  Shanghai  Film 
Festival,  features  the  talent 
of  Zhang  Ziyi  yet  again, 
alongside  Hong  Kong 
mega  star  Andy  Lau  and 
Chinese-Japanese  actor 
Takeshi  Kaneshiro.  This  is 
Zhang's  second  martial- 
arts  film  and  is  set  in  the 
9th  century  Tang  Dynasty. 
The  basic  plotline  still 
remains  the  same  as 
"Hero."  The  story  is  one  of 
political  revolt  and  love, 
"but  more  geared  towards 
the  love  story,"  as  Zhang 
stated  at  a  press  confer¬ 
ence. 

"House  of  Flying 
Daggers"  is  set  for  its  U.S. 
release  this  holiday  sea¬ 
son.
